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Senate Approves Alaskan 
Pipeline By Vote Of 77-20

WASHINGTON (AP) _ In a 
major defeat for environmen- 
tatlists, the Senate today ap­ 
proved the Alaska pipeline bill 
designed to remove legal bar­ 
riers and soeed development of 
the North Slope oil fields. 
Passage was by a 77-20 vote. 
The measure grants a con­ 
sortium of oil companies the 
right-of-way 
across 
federal 
lands. And it declares the fed­ 
eral government gave adequate 
consideration to an alternative 
Canadian pipeline route in pre­ 
paring an environmental im­ 
pact statement. 
The two issues formed the

Hartke Seeks To 
Aid Penn Central 
WASHINGTON 
(AP)—Sen. 
Vance Hartke, D-ind., chair­ 
man of the Senate surface 
transportation 
subco mm ittee, 
has introduced a bill to provide 
what he calls the “largest eco­ 
nomic restructuring deal ever 
attempted 
in 
the 
United 
States.” 
Hartke's bill would create an 
emergence office in the Inter­ 
state Corn merce Com m i s s ion 
with a directive to develop, 
within one year, “an improved 
rail service., .for passengers, 
shippers, mail and the needs of 
national defense, environmental 
protection and the consuming 
public.” 
Meanwhile, to rescue the 
Penn Central from bankruptcy, 
Hartke proposed a $62.5 million 
federal outlay which he said 
would keep the nation’s largest 
rail line in operation through 
the year. 
Federal Judge John P. Fuil- 
am of Philadelphia has ap­ 
proved the shutdown of the line 
unless federal aid is available 
by Oct. 1.

nucleus' of a suit brought by the 
Wilderness Society and other 
environmental 
organizations 
which has blocked construction 
of the pipeline for over three 
years. 
Passage came amid pleas 
that development of the North 
Slope was essential to alleviate 
the current energy crisis. 
Environmentalists 
opposed 
the 
789-mi!e pipeline 
from 
Prudhoe Bay on the North 
Slope to Valdez on the southern 
coast for fear widespread oil 
spills would despoil the fragile 
Arctic tundra and mar the 
coastal waters of the North­ 
west. 
Passage came after approval 
49 to 48 of an amendment to 
kill a court suit blocking con­ 
struction of the trans-Alaska oil 
pipeline. 
A suit filed by the Wilderness 
Society and other environmen­ 
tal organizations contends the 
government did not give suf­ 
ficient consideration to an al­ 
ternative pipeline route through 
the Mackenzie River valley of 
Canada. 
The suit has delayed pipeline 
construction for more than 
three years. 
In a speech on the Senate 
floor, another sponsor, Sen. 
Mike Gravel, D- Ala ska, cited 
polls which he said indicated 
the great majority of Ameri­ 
cans want construction of the 
pipeline to begin immediately, 
to help alleviate the energy 
crisis. 
He also said safeguards had 
been established to protect the 
environment from oil spills. 
Those opposed to the Alaska 
pipeline route fear widespread 
oil spills and damage to the 
fragile Arctic tundra and north 
west coast. 
The pipeline is designed to 
run 788 miles from Prudhoe 
Bay on the North Slope to Val­ 
dez on southern coast. 
From Valdez, the oil would 
be shipped by tanker to refin­ 
eries.

Nixon Won’t Yield White 
House Tapes To Committee 


by Daud saying Afghanistan

A country of 13.6 million 
people, Afghanistan is land­ 
locked in central Asia between 
the Soviet Union, China, Paki­ 
stan and Iran. Its 250,000 
square miles* are largely moun­ 
tainous and include the famous 
K by her Pass leading to Paki­ 
stan and India. 
The radio broadcast did not 
mention 59-year-old King Zahir 
Shah who came to the throne in 
1933 at the age of 19 following 
the assassination of his father. 
Proclamation of the republic, 
however, would mean the end 
of his reign. 
The king was in Italy, taking 
health treatment on the island 
of Ischia in the Bay of Naples. 
An aide reported he was In­ 
formed of the coup but for the 
time being had no comment on 
It.Radio Kabul said the deposed 
regime was “false” and had 
brought the country to “near 
bankruptcy.” Daud and his fol­ 
lowers, it said, promised to 
lead Afghanistan to real de­ 
mocracy and neutrality. 
In his speech Daud called the 
former government a corrupt 
.system and declared it “no 
longer exists and the new sys­ 
tem replacing it is the republi­ 
can system which is in accord 
with the genuine spirit of Is­ 
lam.” 
He bitterly attacked the 
king’s lOyear-old constitution 
which provided a limited par­ 
liamentary 
government 
al­ 
though all essential powers’, in­ 
cluding appointment of the 
prime minister, remained with 
the monarch. 
He described the old system 
as “a pseudo democracy, the 
foundations of which rested on 
personal and class interests*.” 
Afghanistan has been hit by 
drought for the past three 
years, and an estimated 80,000 
persons have died from wide­ 
spread famine.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon will not release 
tapes of his personal conversa­ 
tions to the Senate Watergate 
comm, it tec, the White House in­ 
dicated today. 
Press secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler said Nixon met for 35 to 
40 minutes in his suite at the 
Bethesda Naval Hospital with 
acting White House counsel 
Leonard Garment and special 
counsel J. Fred Buzhardt, his 
principal Watergate advisers. 
Ziegler wouldn’t discuss de­ 
tails of the meeting, but said 
the tape recordings are consid­ 
ered presidential papers. Nixon 
has refused to give the com­ 
mittee presidential papers. 
In a July 6 letter to com­ 
mittee Chairman Sam J, Ervin 
Jr., D-N.C., Nixon said he 
would not appear before the 
committee or provide it with 
presidential papers under any 
circumstances. 
The White House is standing 
by that letter and Ziegler’s 
classification of the tape as 
presidential 
papers 
clearly 
demonstrated Nixon's intention 
to withhold them from the com­ 
mittee. 
In response to a barrage of 
questions about the tapes at 
what was billed as a briefing 
on Nixon’s medica! condition, 
Ziegler said, ’I’m not going to 
get into a discussion of this 
subject,” 
He said the White House will 
address this “at some time in 
the near future.” 
Garment and Buzhardt also 
visited the Bethesda hospital 
Monday night after Federal 
Aviation Administrator Alexan­ 
der P. Buterfield testified at 
the televised hearings about the 
existence of the tapes. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Her­ 
bert W. Kalmbach testified to­ 
day that he now realizes his 
fund-raising for the Watergate 
wiretappers was a criminal act.

Governor Is 
Worried About 
LP Gas Crisis 
ANDERSON, ind. (AP)—The 
administration of Gov. Otis R. 
Bowen admits it is “quite wor­ 
ried and upset” about a likely 
shortage of liquefied petroleum 
(LP) gas for drying crops this 
fall. 
“LP gas will be one of the 
greatest shortages” this fall, 
Bowen said during a question- 
and answer session at a meet­ 
ing Monday night of the In­ 
diana East chapter of Sigma 
Delta Chi. 
Bowen said the energy crisis 
is real “and not one manufac­ 
tured or contrived.” 
If 1 got anything out of the 
Midwest Governors Conference 
last week, it was that this is a 
true energy crisis,” the gover­ 
nor said. 
In response to a question 
from The Associated Press, 
Bowen indicated to the journal­ 
ists that it is unlikely Indiana 
will take court action against 
major oil companies such as a 
federal suit filed in Florida. 
“I see no reason to add to the 
problems of the producers,” he 
said. “Instead, we should stim­ 
ulate and encourage them to 
continue production at peak 
levels.” 
Bowen said the “governor’s 
energy group is meeting regu­ 
larly on this matter.” He said a 
“group from Purdue Univer­ 
sity, Lt. Gov. Robert Orr’s of­ 
fice and the oil and coal people 
met to discuss the situation” 
Monday morning. 
Other topics, discussed by 
Bowen at the meeting included 
state help for the Penn Central 
Railroad, checks and balances 
in state government, Water­ 
gate, the news media and Cen­ 
tral State Hospital, 


He said he considered Dean, 
particularly, to be “the alter 
ego of the President” in some 
matters. 
Kalmbach said he made no 
attempt to tell the President, 
his law client, about the payoffs 
even when, in mid •August last 
year, he 
became concerned 
about the propriety of the activ­ 
ity and refused to raise more 
money. By that time he had 
come up with, $220,000,, which 
Dean swore was intended to 
buy silence from the wiretap 
defendants. 
Kalmbach said that before 
that he saw no impropriety in 
v.hat he was doing, despite his 
own admitted use of furtive 
calls betwen telephone booths, 
code names, secret couriers, 
briefcases full of cash and se­ 
cret, prearranged transfers of 
money using trash cans and 
luggage lockers. 
Kalmbach 
was questioned 
closely on that point by several 
members of the Senate Water­ 
gate committee, when he ap­ 


peared for a second day of tele­ 
vised testimony. 
“I find it extremely difficult, 
to believe that you were una­ 
ware that illegal activities were 
being carried out,” said Sen. 
Daniel K. Inouye, D-Hawaii. 
“Are you now' convinced that 
you were involved in a criminal 
activity?” Inouye asked. 
“I now realize from, what Mr. 
Dean has testified that it was 
improper, an illegal act,” Kal­ 
mbach said.

Nixon’s Doctor Still Trying To 
Get President To Relax More

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
President’s doctor has tried un­ 
successfully for more than four 
years to get Richard M. Nixon 
to take more time for relaxa­ 
tion from his job. 
Now, Dr. Walter R. Tkach, 
an Air Force brigadier general, 
says he will try again “ in very 
positive term s” to get the mes­ 
sage across to his VIP patient. 
From 
being 
the 
command 
surgeon for the Seventh Air 
Force in Vietnam in 1968, it 
was a far cry for Dr. Tkach to 
become the White House physi­ 
cian for newly-elected Presi­ 
dent 
Nixon, 
a 
man 
who 
bragged about being so healthy 
he never had a headache. 
It wasn’t surprising though, 
that Nixon called Tkach just 
two days after his election in 
November 1968, to offer him, 
the job. 
Tkach, of LaBelle, Pa., had 
served as an assistant White 
House doctor during the Eisen­ 
hower administration and had, 
traveled with then Vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon around the world in 
1956 and on the historic Nixon 
trip to the Soviet Union in 1959. 
Until last week, Dr. Tkach’s 
job of caring for the President 
and his family had been rela­ 
tively uneventful. Nixon never 
gave him more trouble than a 
common cold. 
Tkach was consulted for such 
things as Tricia Cox’s diagnos­ 
tic tests for an undisclosed re­ 
curring ailment and Julie Eis­ 


enhower’s broken toe. 
And, he notes that Julie had 
viral pneumonia in Florida at 
just this time last year. 
When Nixon finally had a 
medical problem, Dr. Tkach re­ 
ports “he didn’t call me 'til he 
was flat on his back.” 
That was the call at 5:36 a.m. 
Thursday that Nixon was hav­ 
ing chest pains, 
It took all day to convince 
Nixon that he had to go to the 
hospital, Tkach says, The Pres­ 
ident was unwilling to believe 
he was ill and kept asking 
whether he really had pneu­ 
monia.

career 
military 
man, the 56-year-old Tkach re­ 
calls that Eisenhower’s White 
House doctor, Maj. Gen. How­ 
ard McC. Snyder picked him 
“ sight unseen” on toe basis of 
his Air Force records and took 
him from a Pentagon post to 
the White House in 1952. 
A graduate of Pennsylvania 
State University, with, a medi­ 
cal degree in 1945 from the Uni­ 
versity of Pittsburgh, 
Tkach 
first went into required Army 
service for two years at Mayo 
General Hospital, an orthopedic 
center at Galesburg, 111. 
He decided to make a career 
in, toe service and joined, the 
Air Force.

the query whether he may be 
trying to trade his testimony 
for some consideration from the 
authorities. 
3. The most material parts of 
Mr. Dean’s testimony respec- 
ting any knowledge on the part 
of the President have been 
contradicted to a substantial 
degree by Mr. Moore. 
4. Form er Attorney General 
Mitchell, while acknowledging 
his own participation in the 
"cover-up” 
(he denies 
prior 
knowledge or authorization of 
the Watergate break-in), states 
that he never gave any in­ 


formation about the “ cover-up” 
to the President. 
5. There is no evidence at this 
time 
of 
knowledge 
by 
the 
President

assorted 
political “dirty tricks”, which 
also now go under the general 
title of “W atergate” . 
6. In 
this 
situation 
the 
President of the United States 
is 
certainly 
entitled

Having 
said the 
above,

would add the following: 
1. The President can, in my 
judgment, justly be faulted for 
surrounding himself with the 
individuals responsible both for

2. "The President can also, in 
my judgment, justly be faulted 
for not acting promptly and

EDITOR’S NOTE — It is 
more than six months since the 
Vietnam 
cease-fire 
accords 
were signed in Paris. Where 
docs 
that 
embattled 
country 
stand now? What of the future? 
P eter Arnett, a Pulitzer Prize 
winner for his coverage of the 
Vietnam war, recently returned 
to that country for the following 
report on Vietnam now.

SAIGON fAP) — The Viet­ 
nam battlefield is taking final, 
predictable 
shape. 
War 
has 
raged across it for three dec­ 
ades, and troops from six for­ 
eign nations have gambled with 
death here. 
The war is still on. The two 
cease-fire agreements signed in 
January 
and 
June 
this year 
have only si owed it down long 
enough for the United States to 
pull out entirely. 
The French Foreign Legion 
left 18 years earlier. The Aus­ 
tralians, the New Zealanders, 
the Thais, and the South Ko­ 
reans left more 
recently but 
without a backward glance or 
commitment. 
On the battlefield now, alone 
for the first time, are the Viet­ 
namese. And also for the first 
time in three decades it is pos­ 
sible to deduce the probable 
outcome on the battlefield if a 
political 
solution 
is 
delayed, 
and the war continues. 
Here is how the battlefield 
looks to both sides: 
The South Vietnamese. 
The United States came to 
Vietnam to win the war, but 
when it became too costly in 
men and money, tactics? were 
changed 
and 
the 
concept 
of 
“ Vi etna miz at ion” 
was 
in­ 
troduced. The idea was to build 
the Saigon army into a copy of 
the American one, as far as 
weaponry was concerned. The 
American 
strategy 
remained 
the same until the cease-fire 
agreement in January: Win the 
war. 
H a s 
“ Vietnamization” 
wrorked? The answer has to be 
no. First of all, Saigon has had 
to yield an enormous part of 
the country to the Communist 
side, as much as 25 per cent 
according to some estimates. 
This lost terrain includes the 
sites of some of the most fa­ 
mous American battles — the la 
Drang 
Valley, 
Dak 
To, 
Khe 
Sanh, War Zone C. 
Secondly, 
“Vietnamization” 


never did fill the holes left by 
the departing allied troops. “I 
have not been able to fill up the 
vacuum left when the South Ko­ 
reans 
went 
home,” 
said 
the 
chief of 
coastal 
Khanh 
Hoa 
Province, Col. 
Ly Ba 
Pham. 
The 3rd U.S. Marine Division 
held Quang Tri Province until 
the Americans went home. Now 
yellow-star 
Communist 
flags 
dot the hillsides there. 
The same flags fly in Kontum 
Province, Loc Ninh, and the 
other “ holes” left behind when 
the allies went home. 
“ Vietnamization” 
never 
did 
work in weaponry, either. Sai­ 
gon has one of the world’s big­ 
gest air forces, but few planes 
that 
can 
do 
adequate 
aerial 
com.bat. with the Hanoi govern­ 
ment's MIG21s. 
What about the combat sol­ 
diers? 
Last year the 
Saigon 
forces held Kontum and An Loc 
despite 
major 
Communist at­ 
tacks, 
and 
fought 
back 
into 
Quang Tri City. But this was 
v ith the help of the whole U.S. 
Air Force arsenal. 


The South Vietnamese soldier 
has grown used to attacking 
with massive air support. The 
Communist soldier has grown 
used 
to fighting under 
those 
American bombs. 
Take a w a y A ni erica n pi a ne s 
end you have a much stronger 
Hanoi 
soldier 
and 
a 
much 
weaker Saigon one. 
Here is how the Communist 
side shapes up. 
The 
North Vietnamese are 
linking up territory captured in­ 
side South Vietnam via a road 
network estimated at 50 miles 
long. Truck trafic indicates a 
buildup of military equipment 
as massive as that which pre­ 
ceded the major Communist of­ 
fensive of last year. Free from 
American bombing for the first 
time since 1%5, the Communist 
side is laying in surface to air 
missiles around lengthened air-

Heavy gun? are within range of 
Kontum City, Quang Tri and 
Hue, and possibly Da Nang.

munist regiments in War Zones 
C and D. 


The whole Cambodian border 
along the populous Mekong Del­ 
ta is in the hands of Communist 
troops, giving easy acess to 
the population. 
What is likely

ture? 


The hope was that the cease­ 
fire agreements would put an 
end to the fighting this year, 
that zones of control could be 
determined, and that an order­ 
ly transition would be made to 
a political settlement. 
At best the Comunist side 
would like participation in a 
coalition government such as 
that in Laos; at worst, recogni­ 
tion by the Saigon government, 
and 
official 
acknowledgement 
of Communist control over oc­ 
cupied territory. 
The Communist side can be 
expected to use military pres­ 


sure to achieve any, or all, of 
Its political objectives. It has 
all the options; Saigon can only 
defend. 
One Communist option is the 
renewal of the guerrtta war. 
The 
guerrilla 
“people’s war” 
organized by the Viet Cong al­ 
most overwhelmed the govern­ 
ment in 
1965. 
That 
is 
what 
brought American troops in. 
The Viet Cong were nearly 
put out of business because the 
entry of American troops into 
the 
war 
tipped 
the 
balance 
against them. North Vietnam 
sent down not only infantry di­ 
visions to fight the Americans, 
but thousands of replacements 
for dead Viet Cong guerrillas.

To Achieve Racial Balance 


INDIANAPOLIS

staff - prepared plan by the In­ 
dianapolis 
School 
Board 
to 
achieve racial balance in the 
city’s public schools, rejected 4- 
3 Monday night, was “ m aster­ 
piece of gobhledegook,” 
said 
Board Vice 
President Lester 
Neal. 
The 
School 
Board 
turned 
down the plan for a 60-40 racial 
balance which had been prom­ 
ised U.S. District Court Judge 
S. Hugh Dillin, who found the 
city’s schools guilty of illegal 
segregation in August 1971. 
Another trial, 
to letermine 
whether 
19 
suburban 
school 
systems should be included in a 
d e s e g r e g a t i o n plan, was 
recently completed. Dillin has 
said he hopes to make a ruling 
on that trial by the end of this 
month. 
Board President Erie A. Rig­ 
ht linger, who voted, for the 60-40 
plan Monday night, said it is 
“ to soon ’ to decide what fur­ 
ther action, if any, the board 
may take to satisfy Dillin’s or­ 
der. “ We will just have to let 
the chips fall where they may.” 
Neal, who voted against the 
plan, described it as “ morally, 
ethically 
and 
mathematically 
impossible to implement.” 
He also refused to speculate 
on future board or court action, 
and said his vote was an ex­ 
pression of the “ will of the 
people who do not want mas­ 
sive busing.” 
Another board member who 
voted against the plan, W. Fred 
Ratcliff, said its implementating 
would have resulted in a “ pola­ 
rization of the races.” 
When reminded following the 
meeting 
that technically the 
board could be held in con­ 
tempt of court by Dillin, Ratcl­ 
iff said “Then let him send us 
to jail.” 
The defeated plan would, have 
made enrollment in each school 
more closely reflect the city- 
wide school enrollment average 
of 40.8 per cent Negro.
